New York, Sept. 3.—A special to the 
World from Pittsburg says: "In a few 
days the Pennsylvania oil fields will be 
virtually idle. 
The producers are bank- 
rupt and will shut off the production as 
a last and desperate chance of relief. 
The regions, that have produced millions 
upon millions of dollars worth of petrol- 
eum. are to-day but little better off than 
if the golden fluid had never been dis- 
covered. The sheriff's sales are the most 
conspicuous signs every where. Splendid 
residences, that were built by the lucky 
oil seeker in the palmy days, before '85, 
are the only indications that prosperity 
once abided with the oil producer. 


BUBNED TO DEATH. 


1 Child Meets Death and a Mother 
Becelves Fatal Injuries by a 
Coal Oil Stove. 


CINOINNATI, Ohio, Sept. 8.—While 
Mrs. John Martin, living in an upper 
story on Clay street, was preparing 
supper by a coal oil stove last night, her 
little daughter, two years old, upset the 
stove and the oil igniting, the child's 
clothing immediately took fire. Mrs. 
Martin snatched the child up and ran 
screeming down the stairs. 
Meeting her 
husband she gave the child to him and 
be wrapped his coat around it and 
smothered the flames. Mrs. Martin was 
attended to by the neighbors and !her 
burning clothing was extinguished. The 
child died in two hours and the mother 
is fatally burned. 


126 BODIES. 


Is Now Said to Have Been the Number 
Taken From the Chatts- 
worth Wreck. 


IndianAPOiiis, 
Sept. 3.—A railroad 
man of this city says from statements 
made by one of the Toledo, Peoria and 
Western 
company's 
employes, 
who 
worked at the Chatsworth wreck night 
and day, until it was cleared away, he is 
convinced that 126 persons lost their 
lives at that place. This railroad employe 
says he personally knew of that number 
of bodies being taken out of the wreck, 
which were shipped away to various 
parts of the country as soon as possible. 
This evidence is corroborated by the 
statements of the residents of Peoria, 
who visited here. 
They say that a 
number of young men went out to the 
scene of the wreck on the first relief 
train and remained there all day. 
They 
stated on their return that 110 bodies 
were taken out of the wreck by the time 
they left and it was believed that several 
more had been entirely consumed in the 
wreck.

FIGHTING FIEE. 


A Description of the Workinga of 
Chicago's Efficient Fire De- 
partment. 


How Alarms Are Sounded—The Elcc- 
tric Element in Engine 
Houses.

Chicago it has been no easy matter to 
keep the requirements for fighting con- 
flagrations at an equal pace. A system 
and apparatus sufficient for the city's 
protection five years ago would to-day 
be but a child's game. But the depart- 
ment has not lagged. 
Every practica- 
ble new invention has been adopted, 
every suggestion to increase speed and 
efiiciencv has been introduced, 
and

Chicago is proud of its department and 
its brave members. 


Fire Marshal Dennis J. Swenieis the 
efficient head. 
The other officers are: 
William H. Musham, First Assistant; 
Chas. S. Petrie, Assistant and Depart- 
ment Secretary; M. W. Shay, Fire In- 
spector. The department numbei-s 537 
men, with 213 horses, 4'» steamers with 
hose-carts attached, 2 chemical engines, 
11 hook-and-ladder tracks, and 2 river 
fire boats. 


The men and appurtenances 
are 
thoroughly drilled and handled intelli- 
gently by means of a most ingenious 
system of signals. 


Electricity is the great unseen agency 
that spreads the news from one part of 
the city to another in the twinkling of 
an eye. 
Its services in this city are 
not alone confined to the flashing of an 
alarm from the familiar alarm box that

meets the eye at so many street cor- 
ners, but to call into play wonderful 
ma-hinery in the main office of the de- 
partment, 
to release 
the 
knowing 
horses, to light all the gas in the en- 
gine houses, and to reduce in a score 
of ways the time that elapses between 
the pulling of the lever in the alarm 
box and the gratifying, if noisy, ap- 
pearance of the engine at the scene of 
the incipient conflagration. 


The engine houses of the city con- 
tain, also, most ingenious devices for 
recording 
automatically tiie various 
signals sent out. 
There is the record- 
ing slate and pencil, the latter making 
such marks as show plainly the num- 
ber of the box pulled, and doing away 
with errors that might arise from the 
excitement incident to the sounding of 
the alarm. 
There is a great gong, big 
as a drum-head, and the "little joker," 
a gong of the size of a saucer, iDesides 
other burnished and pretty machinery. 


ready to spring to active life when the 
box at the distant corner is pulled. 


When the iron door of the street 
•larm box is opened and thrown back, 
a horn-like hook is disclosed, project- 
ing through an iron curtain that divides 
the box's exterior. 
Directions, plain 
and laconic, tell that the hook must be 
pulled down and released but once. 
This is done, and before the alarmed 
man at the box has given the hook its 
second or third pull, in spite of the 
"Pull Hook Down Once,'* the great 
bell at the Central Station is booming 
the number of the box and the engines 
of the district are thundering to the 
spot. 
That pressure on the hook pulls 
up a little weight. 
In settling back to 
its original position this weight re- 


volves a "circuit breaker" wheel, so 
notched in its rim that a ratchet, play- 
ing into these notches, spells out the 
proper number in telegraphic signals. 
Th,en the wheel rests. 
It has per- 
formed its mission. 
But meanwhile its 
signals have flashed to the fire-alarm 
headquarters and the number of the 
box has been rung out clearly on a 
little bell. 


A portion of the alarm-box not often 
seen, even by the sender of the fire 
alarm, is that contained in the side 


opposite the alarm 
mechanism. 
It 
cont lins simply the instruments neces- 
sary to make this part of the box a 
miniature telegraph office, for the use 
of the chief of the department, or his 
representative. 
This is found in a 
telegraph key and relay 
"sounder," 
and enables the chief to send a mes- 
sage to the main office calling out ad- 
ditional engines, sounding a general 
alarm, or ordering extra hose. 
The 
alarm-box, thei-efore, serves a mission 
of two-fold value. 
The most isolated 
box holds the 
ingenious mechanism 
that, with the aid of electricity, puts 
that portion of the city Tinder the pro- 
tecting influence of the fire depart- 
ment and lets loose water to fight flame. 


In the basement of the City Hall, 
Fire Marshal Swenie has 
his head- 
(juarters, and in a large apartment just 
across the hall John P. Barrett pre- 
sides over this extensive telegraph de- 
partment. 


Our last three cuts illustrate mechan- 


ism under his personal 
supervision. 
Here is the repeater that sends the 
alarm all over the city and holds all 
other alarms in check until the one 
ringing is completed. 


The apparatus used is the Gamewell 
automatic repeater. 
There is also a 
j^Iorse recording instrument that marks 
the alarm on a tape for reference. 


As soon as the little bell has rung 
the 
number 
from the 
alarm box, 
the 
operator 
faces 
an 
upright 
a flair wherein 
appear 
four 
dials, 
ea^'h as large as the face of an old 
clock and provided with 
clock-like 
hands. 
He sets the 
first 
of 
these 
hands to 1, the next to 3, the third to 
5, and the fourth to 7. 
Then he pulls 
a lever and upon every engine-house 
bell and gong sounds the strokes 1357. 


Electricity here gives one of 
its 
most potent and useful exhibitions. 
It 
puts every point, near and remote, of 


the city into direct 
communication, 
counteracting disaster and ruin.—C7a- 
cago 
L(d(jer.

The uiisconceplions of reliiion and the 
quarreling of the sects were frequent top- 
ics with him: 


"L'eliscion is a very slim, thin, lean, 
gaunt, poor, ill-fed thing as it is ordinari- 
ly couceived in. this world. 


"Men sit around a tool-chest quarreling 
about saws and planes and chisels; they 
are not building anything; they are del)at- 
ing about tools; they are tit to beatheolog- 
ic.il seminary. 


"That kind of revival preaching which 
seeks to drive men into heaven by the fear 
of hell is not Christiauity. 
It is the worst 
form of paganism. 


"Sects are candlesticks, a man or woman 
that is biq enough to be gooi for anything 
is too large for any sect. 


"Why is it that men think it incumbent 
upon them to be cats and dogs in religion 
and gentlemen in everything outside of it?" 


Sunday with him was not a day of gloom, 
and he took frequent occasion to show the 
needlessness of being somber on that day. 


"I esteem the awtulness that is attached 
to Sunday, and the church, and the pul- 
pit, the greatest mistake of Christendom. 


"The prevelent idea of keeping the Sab- 
bath is that it is a day on which certain 
things must not be done. 
To the majority 
of people, Sunday is a day full of uots. 


"I am in favor of any movement that helps 
anybody to appreciate Sunday as a day of 
rest, of healthful and pure pleasures, and 
that will lead men, women; and children 
from the things of the low estate to the 
higher." 


Some of his utterances on the question of 
death and the future life are peculiarly ap- 
propriate at this time: 


" To one who is living aright, no death 
can be sudden and no place unfavorable. 
•One step and all roads meet. 


"Dying is the best part of life to one who 
knows how to live worthily. 


"If the life that has gone out has been 
like music full of concords, full of sweet- 
ness, richness, delicacy, truth, then there 
are two ways to look at it. 
One is to say, 
'I have not lost it!' 
Another to say, 
'Blessed be God that I have had it so 
long!' 


"When we comprehend the fullness of 
what death will do for us, in our outlook 
and forelook, dyin.( is triumphing. 
No- 
where is there so fair a sight, so sweet a 
prospect, as when a young soul is passing 
away out of life and time through the gate 
of death—the rosy, the royal, the golden, 
the pearly gate of death. 


"Death is as sweet as flowers are. 
It is 
as blessed as bird-singing in spring. 
I 
never hear of the death of any one who is 
ready to die that my heart does not sing 
like a harp. 
I am sorry for those that are 
left behind, but not for those who have 
gone before. 


"As I grow older and come nearer to 
death, I look upon it more and more with 
complacent joy, and out of every longing 
I hear God say: 'O, trusting, hungering 
one, come to me.' 
What the other life 
will bring I know not, only that I shall 
awake in God's likeness and see Him as 
He is." 


His overexuberant and joyous 
nature 
was a constant protest against the ascetic 
in religion or in daily life. 


"Don't mope. 
Be youugas long as you 
live. 
Laugh a good deal. 
Frolic every 
day. 
A low tone of life is unhealthy. 


"A lawyer who works ten months in the 
year and then for two solid months amuses 
himself, will last twice as long as if he 
took no recreation. 


"Men have come to think that tears are 
more sacred than smiles. 
Xo! 
Laughing 
is as divine as crying. 


"Humor 
usually tends toward good- 
nature, and everything that tends toward 
good-nature tends toward good grace. 


"If laughmg's a sin, I don't s ^ 
what 
the Lord lets so many funny thing.\iappeu 
for. 
^ 


"Having wit and buoyancy of spirits let 
them flash out in services of religion. 
Don't consider it necessary to rake them 
up and hide them. 


"Humor is the atmosphere in which grace 
most flourishes. 


"I say when a person becomes a Chris- 
tian that he loses nothing that he should 
not be afraid to keep. 
If ever yon are 
going to bo a Christian don't set out to be 
a gloomy-eyed, 
twilight-faced, 
bat-like 
Christian." 


Love, motherhood, and the family were 
favorite themes with him: 


"Oh, that men could be kept courting 
all the days of their lives! 
What a school 
the school of love is. 


"A mother and a dog are the only two 
things in the world that seem to have abso- 
lutely disinterested love. 


"A" mother's heart does more in the 
bri«ging up of children, a million times, 
than a mother's hand, though the hand is 
sometimes qiiite busy. 


''I think love grows between 
husband 
and wife by expressions of affection. 
I 
know there is a stacely dignity in vogue. 
Husband and wife sit over against each 
other like those great statues of Memnon 
in Egypt; there they are, vast, stony, and 
hard. 


"You that live long enough will see 
women vote, and when you see women 
voting you will see lees lying, less brutal- 
ity, and more public spirit, heroism, and 
romini'e in public affairs. 


"liobert Burns—a true poet, made not 
by the schools, brought up with no exter- 
nal culture or assistance. 
Ho came as a 
flower comes in the spring. 
We say taat 
he was a man of the p^^ople. 
No, he was 
far above the people. 
He was ordained to 
be an interpreter of God to his kind, then 
and forevermore. 


"Of all the American novelists who have 
passed away, the author of 'The House of 
Seven Gables' seems to me the greatest. 


"Grant had the patience of Fate and the 
force of Thor. He has left to memory only 
such weaknesses as connect 
him witti 
humanity and such virtues as will rank 
him among heroes. 


"John Brown's name will travel through 
the ages as an illustrious example of what 
a man may do who is willing to suffer for a 
great principle. 


"Emerson, the calm, the observational, 
not an enthusiast in religion, but with 
patriotism and humanity to make him a 
l)rave witness. 
It took seven generations 
of ministers to make one Ealph AValdo Em- 
erson. 


"It is a noble thing to see a man so in 
sympathy with his time and work, as Ten- 
nyson is, that even with expiring strength 
he still tries to chant the truth of God to 
the age in which be lives. 


"Peter Cooper, a manly man, who lived 
for his fellow-men. 
May God increase the 
procession of such men. 
He will increase 
it. 
It is a tendency. 


"Though slow, Abraham Lincoln was 
sure. 
A thousand men could not make him 
plant his foot before he was ready; ten 
thousand could not move it after he had 
set it down."

She was presented to the Austrian Em- 
press b}' her rightful title as the Count- 
ess O'Sullivan. But the Empress in turn 
presented her to the Court as Madame 
Wolter, saying, "I am proud of you as 
'the Wolter,' as that is the name I like to 
presentyou. 1 have so many Countesses 
at Court that your other title conveys 
no 
distinction." 
Madame 
Wolter 
was born in the city of Cologne in ls:-!4, 
of poor but respectable parents, and 
had to overcome many difficulties, and 
battle through innumerable hard times 
before obtaming the recognition her 
talent deserved. 
She nowoccupir-s the 
undisputed place of the first among 
German tragic a tresses, and only her 
objection to play in foreign countries 
has prevented her name from becoming 
one of world-wide fame. 
In 1»75 she 
married Count Cliarles O'Sullivan, but 
family considerations obliged her to 
keep the marriage s cret for many 
years. 
Not only N'ienna, but all Aus- 
tria, may be said to be at her feet, and 
althougii she is over ">() years of age, 
she is still yoimg-looking and atti-act- 
ive, as the accompanying cut of her 
shows. 


.Am'rican Wares.

When was ever such an exliibitiou 
held, in a foreign country without gov- 
ernment assistance, by any other nation 
in the whole annals of the world V Con- 
sidering the great ad\ ance the people 
of the United 
Kingdom liavo muue 
during the past fifty years, in spite ot 
the heavy weights hung on them by 
"use and wont," and all other remnants 
of feudal traditions, it surely stands to 
reason that, under more favorable cir- 
cumstances, the advance will be pro- 
portionately greater. 


How comes it that the "essentially 
British" Americans are so go-ahead 
and inventive, if not because they are 
enlightened and progressive—running 
lightly, as it were, in the race ? Why, 
again, are the mass of the people in the 
old country (of the t-ame race as the 
Americans) so comparatively slow, and 
to all appearance so non-inventive—if 
not because they are unenlightened 
and lethargic—running heavily laden 
in the race, looking back to the past 
rather than forward to the future? In 
the language of a high authority, "tho 
old nations of the earth rreep on at 
a snail's pace, while the American He- 
public thunders past with the rush of 
the express." 
Why should this be? 
Who is to blame for the existing state 
of matters ? In a free, constitutionally 
governed country 
like 
the United 
Kingdom is it not time that the mass 
of the people were waking up and in- 
sisting on their xepresentatives and 
statesmen reading the signs of 
the 
times, and seeing that the disadvan- 
tages under which they labor as a na- 
tion are removed and that the whole 
country is really governed by the peo- 
ple and for the good of the people in 
every sense?—Nineteenth 
Church.

THE HAMPTON B« A.AI 
-"Woman's 
Iff. 2» 


Opportunity'* was the subject of ^scourse 
by the Kev. T. De Witt Talmage, D. D., 
to-day; and his text: "So God cheated man 
in His own image, the image of God created 
He him; male and female created He them." 
Genesis i, 27. Following is the sermon in 
full: 


In other words God^ who can make no 
mistake, made man and woman for a spe- 
cific work and to move in particular spheres 
—man to be regnant in his realm, woman 
to be dominant in hets. The boundrtry 
line between Italy and Switzerland, be- 
tween Ilngland and Scotland, is not more 
thoroughly marked than this distinction 
between the empire masculine and the 
empire feminine. So entirely dissimilar 
are the fields to which God 'called them 
that yon can no more compare them than 
you can oxygen and nitrogen, water and 
^ass, trees and stars. All this talk about 
the superiority of one sex to the other sex 
is an everlasting waste of ink and speech. 
A jeweler may have a scale so delicate that 
he can weigh' the dust of diamonds; but 
where are the scales so delicate that you 
can weigh in them affection against affec- 
tion, sentiment against sentiment, thought 
against thought, soul against soul, a man's 
world against a woman's world? "You come 
out with your stereotyped remark, the man 
is superior to woman in intellect, and then 
I open on my desk the swarthy, iron-typed, 
thunderbolted writings of Harriet Mar- 
tineau, and Elizabeth 
Browning, and 
George Eliot. Yon come on with your 
stereo yped remark about woman's su- 
periority to man in the item of affection; 
but I ask you where was there more ca- 
pacity to love than in John the disciple, 
and KobertMcCheyne, the Scotchman, and 
John Summerfield the Methodist, and 
Henry Martin the missionary? The heart 
of those men was so large, that after you 
had rolled into it two hemispheres there 
was room still left to marshal the hosts of 
Heaven and set up the throne of the 
eternal Jehovah. I deny to man the 
throne intellectual. I deny to woman the 
throne affectional. No human phraseolo^ 
will ever define the spheres, while there is 
an intuition by which we know when a 
man is in his realm, and when a woman is 
in her realm, and when either of them is 
out of it. No bungling le^slature ought 
to attempt to make a definition or to say: 
"This is the line and that is the line." My 
theory is that if a woman wadts to vote she 
ought to vote, and that if a man wants to 
embroider and keep house he ought to be 
allowed to embroider and keep house. 
There are masculine women and there are 
effeminate men. My theory is that you 
have no right to interfere with any one's 
doing anything that is righteous. 
Albany 
and Washington might as well decree by 
legislation how high a brown thrasher 
should fly, or how deep a trout should 
plunge, as to try to seek out the hight or 
the depth of woman's duty. The ques- 
tion of capacity will settle finally the whole 
question, the whole subject. When a wo- 
man is prepared to preach she will preach, 
and neither conference nor presbytery can 
hinder her. M'hen a woman is prepared 
to move in highest commercial spheres she 
will have great influence on the exchange, 
and no boards of trade can hinder her. I 
want woman to understand that heart and 
brain can overfly any barrier that politi- 
cians my set up, any that nothing can keep 
her back or keep her down but the ques- 
tion of incapacity. 


There are women, I know, of most unde- 
sirable nature, who wander up and down 
the country—having no homes of their own, 
or forsaking their own homes—talking 
about their rights; and we know very well 
that they themselves are fit neither to vote, 
nor fit to keep house. 
Their mission 
seems to be to humiliate the two sexes at 
the thought of what any one of us might 
become. No one would want to live under 
the laws that such women would enact, or 
to have cast upon society the children that 
such women would raise. But I shall show 
you this morning that the best rights that 
woman can own, she already has in her 
possession; that 
her position 
in this 
country at this time is not one of com- 
miseration, but one of congratulation; that 
the grandeur and power of her realm have 
never yet been appreciated; that she sits 
to-day"on a throne so high, that all the 
thrones of earth piled on top of each other 
would not make for her a footstool. Here 
is the platform on which she stands. Away 
down below it are the ballot-box and the 
congressional assemblage and the legisla- 
tive hall. 
Woman always has voted and 
always will vote. 
Our great grandfathers 
thought they were by their votes putting 
Washington into the Presidential chair. 
No. His mother, by the principles she 
taught him, and by the habits she incul- 
cated, made him President, It was a 
Christian mother's hand 
dropping the 
ballot when Lord Bacon wrote, and Newton 
philosophized, and Alfred the Great gov- 
erned, and Jonathan Edwards thundered of 
judgment to come. How many men there 
have been in high political station, who 
would have been insufficient to stand the 
test to which their moral principle was put, 
had it not been for a wife's voice that en- 
couraged them to do right, and a wife's 
prayer 
that 
sounded louder than the 
clamor of partisanship! Why, my friends, 
the right of suffrage, as we men exercise 
it, seems to be a feeble thing. You, a 
Christian man, come up to the ballot-box 
and drop your vote. Right after you comes 
a libertine, or a sot—the offscouring of the 
street—and he drops his vote; and his vote 
counteracts yours. But if in the quiet of 
home life a daughter by her Christian 
demeanor, a wife by her industry, a mother 
by her faithfulness, casts a vote in the 
right direction, then nothing can resist it, 
and the influence of that vote will throb 
through the eternities. 


My chief anxiety then is, not that wo- 
man have other rights accorded her; but 
that she, by the grace of God, rise up to 
the appreciation of the glorious rights she 
already possesses. This morning I shall 
only have time to speak of one erand and 
all-absorbing right that every woman has, 
and that is to make home happy. 
That 
realm no one has ever disputed with her. 
Men may come home at noon or at night, 
and they tarry a comparatively little while; 
but she, all day long, governs it, beautifies 
it, sanctifies it. It is within her power to 
make it the most attractive place on earth. 
It is the only calm harbor in this world. 
You know as well as I do, that this outside 
world and the business world is a long 
scene of jostle and contention. 
The man 
who has a dollar struggles to keep it; the 
man who has it not struggles to get it. 
Prices up. Prices down. Losses. Gains. 
Misrepresentations. 
Gougings. 
Under- 
selling. 
Buyers depreciating; salesmen 
exaggerating. 
Tenants seeking less rent; 
landlords demanding more. Gold fidgety. 
Struggles about office. Men who are in 
trying to keep in; men out trying to get in. 
Slips. Tumbles. Defalcations. 
Panics. 
Catastrophes. O woman! thank God you 
have a home, and that yon may be queen 
in it. Better be there than wear Victoria's 
coronet. Better be there than carry the 
purse of a princess. Tdtir abode may be 
humble, but you can, by yotir faith in God 
and yourcheerfalness of demeanor, gild it 
with splendors such as an upholterer's 
band never yet kindled. There are abodes 
inttie city—bnnUe, img «lories; fourplftin, 


llnpapereii roofiis; QnOeiilr&Tne s e i i ^ o r - 
liood; m d yet there is a man here this 
moming'who would die on that threshold 
father I ^ A surrender it. Why? It is a 
borne. Wbetilsyér he thinks of 
he sees 
angels of God hovering around it. The 
ladders of H«ftvén are let down to that 
bouse. Over the child's rough crib there 
«re the chantings of angels as those 
that broke over Bethlehem. It is home. 
These children may come up after awhile, 
and they may win high posifion, and they 
may have an affluent residence; but they 
will not until their dying day forget that 
humble roof under which their father 
rested, and their mother sang and their 
sisters pJayed. O, if you would gather up 
all tender memories, all the lights and 
shades of the heart, all banquetings and 
reunions, all filial, fraternal, paternal, and 
conjugal affections, and you had only just 
four letters with which to spell out that 
height and depth, and length, and breadth, 
and magnitude and eternity of meaning, 
yon would, with streaming eyes, and trem- 
bling voice, and agitated hand, write it out 
in those four living capitals, H-O-M-E. 


What right does woman want that is 
grander than to be queen in such a realm? 
Why, the eagles of Heaven cannot fly 
across that dominion. 
Horses, panting 
and with lathered flanks, are not swift 
enough to run to the outpost of that realm. 
They say that the sun never sets upon the 
English empire; but I have to tell you that 
on this realm of woman's influence eter- 
nity never marks any bound. Isabella fled 
from the Spanish throne, pursued by the 
nation's anathema; but she who is queen in 
a homo will never lose her throne, and 
death itself will only be the annexation of 
heavenly principalities. 


When you want to get your grandest idea 
of a queen you do not think of Catharine 
of Eussia, or of Anne of England, or 
Marie Theresa of (iermany; but when you 
want to get your grandest idea of a queen 
you think of the plain woman who sat op- 
posite your father at the table, or walked 
with him arm in arm down life's pathway; 
sometimes to the thanksgiving banquet, 
sometimes to the grave, but always together 
—soothing your petty griefs, correcting 
your childish waywardness, joining in your 
infantile sports, lif-teniiig to your evening 
prayers, toiling for you with needle or at 
the spinning-wheel, and on cold nights 
wrapping you up snug and warm. And 
then at last, on that day when she lay in 
the back room dying, and you saw her 
take those thin hands with which she toiled 
for you so long and put them together in a 
dying prayer that commended you to the 
God whom she had taught you to trust—O, 
she was the queen! The chariots of God 
came down to fetch her, and as she went 
in all Heaven rose up. You cannot think 
of her now without a rush of tenderness 
that stirs the deep foundations of your soul, 
and you feel as much a child again as when 
you cried on her lap; and if you could 
bring her back again to speak just once 
more your name as tenderly as she used to 
speak it you would be willing to throw 
yourself on the ground and kiss the sod 
that covers her, crying: "Mother, mother!" 
Ah, she was the queen—she was the cjueen. 
Now, can you tell me how many thousand 
miles a woman like that would have to 
travel down before she got to the ballot- 
box? Compared with this work of train- 
ngTsincis aiin queens ror Gon ana eternity, 
how insignificant seems all this work of 
voting for aldermen and common councU- 
men, and sheriff's, and constables, and 
mayors, and presidents. To make one 
such grand woman as I have described, 
how many thousands would you want of 
those people who go in the round of god- 
lessness and fashion and dissipation, dis- 
torting their body until in their monstrosi- 
ties they seem to outdo the dromedary and 
hippopotamus! going as far toward dis- 
graceful apparel as they dare go so as not 
to be arrested of the police—their behavior 
a sorrow to the good and a caricature of the 
vicious, and an insult to that God who 
made them women and not gorgons; and 
tramping on, down through a frivolous and 
dissipated life, to temporal and eternal 
damnation. 


O, woman, with the lightning of your 
soul, strike dead at your feet all these al- 
lurements to dissipation and to fashion. 
Your immortal soul cannot be fed upon 
such garbage. God calls you up to em- 
pire and dominion. Will you have it? O, 
give to God your heart; give to God your 
best energies; give to God all your culture; 
give to God all your refinement, give your- 
self to Him, for this world and the next. 
Soon all these bright eyes will be quenched, 
and these voices will be hushed. For the 
last time you will look upon this fair 
earth. 
Father's hand, mother's 
hand, 
sister's hand, child's hand will be no more 
in yours. It will be night, and there will 
come up a cold wind from the Jordan, and 
you must start. Will it be a lone woman 
on a trackless moor? Ah! no. Jesus will 
come up in that hour and offer His hand, 
and He will say: "You stood by me when 
you were well; now I will not desert you 
when you are sick." One wave of His 
hand, and the storm will drop; and an- 
other wave of His hand, and midnight 
shall break into midnoon; and another 
wave of His hand, and the chamberlains 
of God will come down from the treasure 
houses of Heaven with robes lustrous, 
blood-washed, and heaven-glinted,in which 
you will array yourself for the marriage 
supper of the Lamb. 
And then with 
Miriam, who struck the timbrel of the 
lied Sea; and with Deborah, who led the 
Lord's host into the fight; and with Han- 
nah, who gave her Samuel to the Lord; 
and with Mary, who rocked Jesus to sleep 
while there were angels singing in the air; 
and with Florence Nightingale, who bound 
up the battle wounds of the Crimea, you 
will, from the chalice of God, drink to the 
soul's eternal rescue. 


One twilight, after I had been playing 
with the children for some time, I laid 
down on the lounge to rest. 
The children 
said, play more. 
Children always want to 
play more. And, half asleep and half 
awake, I seemed to dream this dream. It 
seemed to me that I was in a far distant 
land—not Persia, although more than 
oriental luxuriance crowned the cities; nor 
the tropics—although more than tropical 
fruitfulness filled the gardens; nor Italy— 
although more than Italian softness filled 
the air. And I wandered around, looking 
for thorns and nettles, but I found none of 
them grew there. And I walked forth and 
I saw the sun rise, and I said, "When will 
it set again?" and the sun sank not. 
And I saw all the people in holi- 
day 
apparel, 
and I 
said; 
"When 
will 
they put on workingman's garb 
again and delve in the mine and swelter at 
the forge?" but neither the garments nor 
the robes did they put off". And I "p andered 
in the suburbs, and I said: "Where do 
they bury the dead of this city?" and I 
looked along by the hills where it would 
be most beautiful for the dead to sleep, 
and I saw castles, and towns, and battle- 
ments, but not a mausoleum, nor monu- 
ment, nor white slab could I see. And I 
went into the great chapel of the town, and 
said: "Where do the poor worship? 
Where are the benches on which they sit?" 
and a voice answered: "We have no poor 
in this great city!" And I wandered out, 
seeking to find the place where were the 
hovels of the destitute; and I found 
mansions of amber and ivory and gold, but 
no tear did I see nor sigh hear.

and the voice of innumerable generations 
answered, "All here;" and while tears o£ 
gladness were raining down our cheeky, 
and the branches of the Lebanon cedars 
were clapping their hands, and the towers 
of the great city were chiming their wel- 
come, wfi began to laugh, and sing, wid 
leap, and shout: "Home! Home! Home!** 
Then I felt a child's hand on my face and 
it woke me. The children wanted to play 
more. 
Children always want to play more.

WHO WROTE 
SHAKSPEARE? 


Ignntius Donnelly's Claim ät a 
Baconian Authorship Care- 
tully ReviewecL 


many Facts Sustaining His Theo« 
ries Called to the Public 
Attention. 


INew York special.] 


Tbe New York World 
prints a very 
elaborate exposition of Mr. Ignatius Don- 
nelly's attempt to detlirane Shakspeare, 
and award the honor of the so-called 
Shakspeare plays to Lord 
Bacon. The 
article is written by Professor Thomas 
Davidson, a well-known scholar, philoso- 
pher and critic, whose opinion as to Mr. 
Donnelly's work can not fail to cairy great 
weight. 


Mr. Davidson has recently paid Mr. 
Donnelly a visit at his home at Hastings, 
Minn., examined the manuscript of his 
forthcoming work, the "Great Cryptogram," 
had the main features of the cypher ex- 
plained to him, and obtained permission to 
report. 
Kef ore esamining Mr. Donnelly's 
work Mr. Davidson was an entire skeptic in 
regard to the Bacon theory; but he now ad- 
mits that he Is very much shaken in his 
belief 
that 
the plays 
were 
written 
by Shakspeare, and declares 
that if 
they bad come down to us without any 
author's name attached, they would Lave 
been unhesitatingly attributed to Bacon. 
He says he reached this conviction alto- 
gether apart from the cypher. The articles 
give a brief summary of the results reached 
in Mr. Donnelly's book, which is to be 
published about the 1st of December. The 
book is divided iuto two parts—an argu- 
ment and a demonstration. 
The former 
collects, aiTanges, and sums up all the 
arguments that have been put forward in 
the 
last thirty years in favor of the 
Baconian theory, and adds a large number 
to them. 
The' author iirst endeavors to 
show that the education and character of 
Wil'liam Shakspeare were such that it is 
even ridiculous to iina<iiue that he could 
have written plays which are distilled from 
all the wisdom and learning of the world. 
He shows that his educiition must have 
been extremely meager, while that of the 
author of the plays was broad and deep. 
He emphasizes tbe fact that we have no 
record of any s';udy on the part of Shak- 
speare. 


His account of Shakspeare's character 
will certainly be a surprise to most reader-. 
He shows him to have been steeped in al- 
most every kind of vice, to have been a 
fornicator, au adaltertr, a usurer and op- 
pressor of the ]i00r. a drunkard, a system- 
atic liar, and l<nger of pedigrL-es, dying in 
the prime of life from the results of a 
three days' drnuken spree. 
He next shows 
that we have no record that Shnk8))eare 
ever owned a library of even a book, and 
that not a single scrap of manuscript of his 
ever came down to us, not even a letter to 
any of the numerous men with whom he is 
known to have been acquainted; nay, more, 
that there is extant uo letter addressed to 
him, except one asking for a loan of money. 
There is nothing to show that Shakspeare 
was not very illiterate. 


Mr. Donnelly next proves very clearly 
that while the author of the plays was an 
accomplished lawyer, there is nothing to 
show that Shakspeare ever opened a law 
book, or was inside a lawyer's office, except 
on usurious business. 


Having demonstrated to his own satis- 
faction that the author of the plays was 
not Shakspeare, Mr. Donnelly next pro- 
ceeds to prove that be was Bacon. 
After 
adducing evidence to show that Bacon was 
a poet, and the author of the plays, and a 
profound and learned philosopher, he treats 
of the geography of the plays, and here he 
brings out some most tell-tale facts. While 
neither Stratford i where Shakspeare was 
born) nor Avon is ever once mentioned in 
the plays, St. Albans, the home of Bacon, 
is mentioned twenty-three times. 
He next 
shows that the politics and the religion of 
the writer of the plays are identical with 
Bacon's politics and religion, and that what 
Bacon declared to be his great life purpose 
is fully exemplified in the plays. 


A chapter is devoted to Bacon's reasons 
for concealment, and here come out some 
startling facts. It appears not only that 
Bacon wrote works wfiich he never public- 
ly acknowledged, but that he is addressed 
by one of his friends as the greatest wit in 
England, though not known as such by his 
own name. 
Amon^ the reasons for con- 
cealment, Mr. Donnelly puts the political 
tendency of some of the plays, which was 
to encourage treason. 


The first part of the work closes with a 
long list of parallelisms betw^een Bacon's 
acknowledged works and tbe Shakspearaan 
plays, 
identical 
expressions 
metaphors, 
opinions, quotations, studies, errors, use 
of unusual words, character,, style, etc. 
The parallelisms will occupy over seventy 
closely printed pages. 
The result of the 
whole argument according to Mr, David- 
son, is to leave upon the mind a strong im- 
pression that, if Bacon was not the sole 
author of the plays, he had at least a prin- 
cipal hand in them, supplying the scholar- 
ship, the art, and the philosophy. 


After the argument making the author- 
ship of Bacon probable comes the demon- 
stration, that is, the cipher 
narrative, 
which has already aroused so much inter- 
est in the public. 
Mr. Davidson's article 
tells how Mr. Donnelly came to look for a 
cipher, and (he laborious process by which 
he finally found it (as he believes). The 
Btory is full of interest. 


As to the cipher itself, Mr. 
Davidson 
does not claim to be in a position to en- 
tirely satisfy the 
ceived from Mr. 


)ublic, not having re- 
Donnelly the ultimate 
formula of it. 
He does, however, express 
his strong conviction that Mr. Donnelly is 
neither a fraud nor a "crank." To clear 
away any feeling of this sort on the part of 
the public, he gives a brief account of Mr. 
Donnelly's career, and a description of his 
simple home life in Minnesota. It seems 
that Mr. Donnelly is a quiet, genial, coun- 
try-loving, 
sludious 
man, 
devoted to 
thought, and fond of a good joke. The 
picture drawn of his life on the Mississippi 
bluff is charming. It being certain that 
Mr. Donnelly is not a fraud, and not like- 
ly, his character and intelligence being 
taken into account, to be self-deceived> 
Mr. Davidson hardly sees how the con- 
clusion that the cipher is a reality can be 
avoided. 
He. however, suspends his own 
judgment until Mr. Donnelly has said his 
last word. 
About the cipher itself, much 
new information is given. 
Its basis, num- 
bers, and its modifiers are disclosed, and 
it is shown whence they are derived. In- 
formation is also given as to how the cal- 
culations are made, and assurance is made 
excepting possible clerical errors they are 
correct. 
Some notion of the labor gone 
through by Mr. Donnelly niay be obtained 
from the statement that the slips of paper 
on which he has made his calculations 
(he writes a find hand 
and on both 
sides of the slipi when 
tied up in a 
bundle, can with 
difficulty be lifted 
from the floor by a strong man using one 
hand. 
Pour essential points Mr. Davidson 
declares that Mr. Donnelly still reserves to 
himself: 
First, the rule determining the 
BQCcessioñ of the basis numbers; second, 
the rule determining the use of the various 
modifiers; third, the rule determining the 
column or page on which tbe count in each 
ease is made; fourth, tbe rule determining 
the storting point of the count in each case 
•fl«t tbe page is settled. Th»Be, he admits. 


a n the most important points to Imow, 
since without them it is utterly impossible 
to pronounce any independent ju4gç>ent 
oïnhe cipher. 
He quotés, howev^r,^ from 
a letter in Avhioh Mr. Donnelly affirms in 
the most positive and unequivocal way that 
everything is conducted accordin 4 to fixed 
and invariable rules of microscopic ac- 
curacy. 
Mr. Donnelly has evidently made 
the issue a very définit3 one. If such rules 
exist the cipher is a reality and the author 
of the plays settled. 
And a great deal 
more is true, for the cipher narrative con- 
tains a whole history of Shakspeare and 
his relation to the plays and of the time in 
which he lived. 


The whole thing reads like a novel writ- 
ten in vigorous Elizabethan English. Here 
is a passage from it describing Jilizabeth's 
treatment of Hay ward, author of the "Life 
oc Henry IV.:" "Her grace was in a fear- 
ful passion, and, rising up, struck your 
poor friend with the steel end of her heavy 
crutch. 
The poor wretch took to his heels, 
but the ill-tempered old jade followed him, 
striking him again and again on the head 
and the sides of his body. 
His health was 
not good; his limbs were weakened with a 
fever he had had. 
His joints gave way 
under him and he fell to the earth. She 
doth bestride him, and, bending down, 
beats him till the stick breaks." 


There is here certainly no lack of vigor 
or definitcness. 
The article is illustrated 
with numerous cuts and fac-similes.

POMEROY'S 
LATEST AT- 
TEMPT. 


The Notorious Hoy Murderer'.s Cunnius; 


Attfinpt to Si^t Himself Free.

Jesse Pomeroy, the boy murderer, made 
another well-planned and desperate at- 
tempt to escape from the Charlestown 
Stat3 Prison a few nights ago by sawing 
through the bars of his cell. 
It was purely 
by accident that the young murderer's plan 
was discovered. It was so cautiously ma- 
tured that he would have otherwise suc- 
ceeded. 
On Pomeroy s person were found 
two fine saws of the best chilled steel and 
a quantity of gelatine which he had used 
to hide his work. Last Friday night Keeper 
Winslow went his rounds as usual, and 
while waiting to be relieved by the next 
watfh leaned accidentally against the grat- 
ing of the window which opens from the 
corridor opposite Pomeroy's cell into the 
prison yard. To "Wmslow's amazement, 
the great inch and a half bars yielded. He 
pressed his hand against them, and two of 
the bars fell to the pavement below. The en- 
tire watch was aroused, and they instinc- 
tivtily began the search of the prison with 
Pomeroy's cell. 
By testing the bars in the 
litt.'e window of the young murderer s cell, 
it ^as found that enough of them had been 
sawed through to admit the passage of a 
man's body. 
They were held in place by 
gelatine, colored by the bits of steel filings 
so that it could not be detected. There was 
no dust or bits of iron to be seen, and the 
work had been done as carefully as it must 
have been done noiselessly, to escape the 
ears of the watchman. 
Pomeroy was at 
once searched, and two steel saws were 
found secreted in the lining of his prison 
jacket. 
He was furious at the discovery of 
his plot, and declared that if they had 
given him time in the corridor window he 
would have killed the watchman in his 
ward and made his escape.

THE COLORADO INDIAN TBOyBLES 


Origin of the Present Outbreak—Por- 
trait of Chief Coloroir. 


A Western correspondent declares that 
the war with the White Eiver Utes is a 
white man's war; that tlae Indians are not 
forcing the fighting, nor are they desirous 
of continuing the war. 
The facts of the 
case appear in this wise: 
In the spring of 
1887 a band of lawless, drunken cowboys 
shot one of Chief Colorow's bucks without 
any active protest on his part, and subse- 
quently his sister was shot. 
Even this 
did not arouse 
any efforts at retalia- 
tion. 
Seeing that the wily old Ute was 


not to be entrapped into warfare, a charge 
of horse stealing was trumped up by 
Sheriff Kendall, and ho forthwith attempted 
to arrest two of Colorow's bucks, but these 
were not to be found. In the meantime 
Colorow gathered up his tribe, sent runners 
out in all directions, and it is not improba- 
ble that a general uprising will result. 
Colorow is the chief who participated in 
the Meeker massacre of 1880, and no at- 
tempt is made to make him out a saint. 
The Indians fonji 
very insignificant part 
of the population of the State of Colorado 
iwhii a'as it will be remembered is as large 
as the states of New York, Pennsylvania, 
>;ew Jersey and Delaware combined), but 
their metlfbds of warfare make them for- 
midable antagonists. 
The action of the 
desperadoes is the more to be deprecated in 
that it conveys the impression to the gen- 
eral public that the Indians are slill a great 
factor in tbe affairs of Colorado, whereas 
an Indian is almost as scarce as a bufialo, 
and of the latter species of animals there 
are scarcely a dozen in the entire State, 
and these few are s^ildom seen.

From the scattered information received 
the Indians number anywhere from 4(l0 to 
( OIT. 
The regular troops number about 
2'»0 and the State force nearly if not quite 
as many. 
The .State forces are now acting 
on the defensive and the Indians are held 
in check by the regulars, or from the fact 
that they are not yet prepared to assume 
the offensive. 
Peace may be the result, 
but more bloodshed is just as likely to fol- 
low. 
The death of Lieut. Folsom has em- 
bittered the whites, and a citizen of Glen- 
wood Springs, w her^^ Folsom resided, has 
sworn out a warrant charging Colorow with 
his murder. 
This document has been sent 
to Sheritf Kendall by a special courier, 
and it will only serve to complicate matters.

The Probable Successor of Henry Ward 


IJeeclier as l'ast»»r of Plymouth Church. 
A recent dispatch from New York an- 
nounced the arrival iu that city of Bev. Dr. 
Joseph Parker, the eminent London di- 
vine. 
It is said he comes to this country 
to fill the vacancy in Plymouth 
Church, 
Brooklyn, caused by the death of the late 
Henry Ward Beecher. 
Dr. Parker will 
preach for some time at Plymouth, and 
will also, it is said, deliver several lectures 
in the I'nited States as part of his pro- 
gramme. 
Dr. Parker is a man of some- 


what past middle age, born in the North of 
England, and who during his early minis- 
terial career did most of his preaching 
among the dissenters of Northumberland. 
His first public life began with his being 
a 
Wesleyan 
Methodist 
local 
preacher. 
He was a candidate for the minis- 
try of that body at a time when it was 
torn by internal strife and mutilated by a 
great loss of membership. 
Hence no newr 
men were received, and Mr. Parker's min- 
isterial 
aspirations 
were 
temporarily 
checked. 
Joining the Congregational de- 
nomination, he was encoumged to continue 
preparations for tho ministry, and was 
soon chosen pastor for the church at Ban- 
bury, Oxfordshire. 
Here he outgrew his 
sphere, and accepted a call to Cavendish 
Chapel, Manchester. 
In 1801) he was in- 
vited to become pastor of Poultney Chapel, 
London, and consented. 
Dr. I'arkei- 
next preached in the "City Temple." In 
187;> Dr. Parker atU nded the meeting of 
the Evangelical Alliance in New York, 
when he formed the personal acquaintance 
of Henry Ward Beecher. In 1877 Dr. 
Parker started a weekly journal, which 
«oon accumulated a large circulation. By 
his preachings he has won to himself the 
hearts of all his hearers, and this mainly 
through his wondrous oratory, his kindly 
benevolent charity, and his ardent belief in 
the living issues of the hum-drum every 
day life.

Marlowe began to write and in 1589 
Shakspeare.

Meddling Kewspapers. 


MY DE.\R NEPHEW: I used-to think 
as you do on the subject of newspapers 
publishiag 
a o 
nnich 
concern- 
ing people's pri- 
vate affair:', but 
I have 
finally 
c h a n g e d m y 
mind. 
\Vhen a 
fellow, who is 
usually straight 
as a string, goes 
out on a tearing 
old toot 
while 
his wifa is away 
on her summer vacation, and winds up 
in a police court, it does seem mean for 
the papers to give the whole affair 
away in the manner they often do. But 
a little reflection has taught me that it 
is all for tlie best. 
In this day and age 
of newspaper enterprise many a man 
is enabled to hold his cussedness within 
proper bounds, and all on account 
of his wholesome fear of the press. 


You know, my dear boy, that when 
a man is going to do something mean, 
his first query is, "Will I be caught?" 
" S h a l l l be found out?" 
Satisfy him 
on this point, and his conscience is at 
rest and he goes in for all he is worth. 
Of course I ask you to take it for 
granted that a man who will deliber- 
ately contemplate the doing of some- 
thing 
mean and wrong has only a 
small stock of conscience on hand, 
and the chances are that it is badly 
shelf-worn and considerably out of date 
besides. 
To people of this class, I re- 
peat, the press, as it is handled to-day, 
is a power more potential in keeping 
them out of devilment than all other 
influences I know of put together. The 
only e.Kceptions to this rale which I 
have noted are in the case of actresses; 
especially those female foreigners who 
have become involved in some shame- 
less scandal in their own country, and 
who, knowing 
the proclivity of the 
American press 
for publishing such 
matters, 
immediately 
adopt tbe 
stage, 
and come 
over 
here to 
make their fortunes. 
However, 
this 
scheme has 
become fade; for what- 
ever faults the average newspaper man 
may have he is rarely, if ever, a down- 
right fool. 
And so, having caught on 
to the dodge which some of the alleged 
actresses have been working, the re- 
I)orter still continues to write about 
them, but in such a way that tbe bene- 
fit they get from it does not do them a 
great ileal of good. 


Even the average politii-ian fears, 
and to a degree respects, the news- 
paper enouf;h to act half way decent; 
and in rare cases shows some desire to 
honestly and capably serve his con- 
stituency. 
In fact there are men walk- 
ing the streets to-day who cau thank 
the newspapers for their 
freedom. 
There are others behind the bars who, 
if they had known and appredated 
more properly the ))0wei' of the press, 
leaving honesty and conscience out of 
the 
question altogether, would have 
been content with tlieir salaries instead 
of appropriating other people's money 
to their own use. 


The poor reporter gets it from every- 
body in turn, and yet he is a public 
benefactor. 
In my opinion it would be 
eminently fair and right for the Gen- 
eral Government to recognize this fact 
by granting a handsome pension to all 
newspaper men whom old age finds in 
destitute 
circumstances. 
Of course 
such a measure (Ould never be passed 
at Washington, but still I think some 
such law o ight to be made. 
My dear 
^oy, yon go right ahead and tend to 
your business; keep sober, be good to 
your family aud to yo ir neighbors, and 
above all don't come up for an office, and 
take my word for it the newspapers 
will never have anything but a good 
word to say of yo i. 
And when you 
hear a man howling about the news- 
papers meddling with people's private 
affairs, you can safely assume he has 
either done something wrong or else 
is getting 
ready to do so. 
This has 
been the result of my observations at 
any rate. 


When you come to the city I trust 
yo;i 
will find time to pay me a good 
long visit. 
Yours as ever. 


UNCLE SAM. 


The Stone Age iu Africa. 


It 
was 
long believed 
tliat Africa 
never had a stone age except in the 
Mediterranean coast region. This opin- 
ion was 
generally held 
until 
li^Tl, 
when Sir John Lubbock 
announced 
the discovery of stone implements near 
Accra, on tlie Gold Coast, and also at 
the Cape of Ciood Hope. 
These finds, 
says the New York Sun, are now sup- 
plemented by imjiortant discoveries. 


Capt. Zboinski, who has spent two 
years in the Congo state, in the service 
of the King of the Belgians, has found 
in the cataract region of the Lower 
Congo, opposite Stanley's old station 
at Manyanga, specimens of stone im- 
plements, including the scrapers and 
piercing tools that are so familiar to 
all 
collectors. 
H e also 
discovered 
ample evidence to show that these im- 
plements were not brought from other 
localities, but that they were fash- 
ioned at the place where he found 
thorn, out of materials that abundantly 
strew the ground. 
In other words, he 
has discovered au ancient workshop, 
where, in Africa's stone age, artisans 
manufactured the implements needed 
in war, in the chase, and in the rude 
huts of a prehistoric age. 


C'apt. Zboinski has also had occasion 
to visit the Portuguese 
possessions, 
where he found in the outskirts of 
Mossamedes, about six hundred miles 
south of the mouth of tbe Congo, other 
specimens of cut, chipped, or bored 
stones of coarser workmanship than 
those he discovered at South 
Mau- 
yanga. 
His collections have been sub- 
mitted to Mr. Dupont, the director of 
the Belgium Museum of Natural His- 
tory, who says these stone implements 
are very similar to those 
found in 
Euroi)e and 
America, 
He believes 
these discoveries disclose the earliest 
phase of human industry in Africa, and 
prove that the stone age, with its prod- 
ucts of almost invariable uniformity, 
existed in all parts of the earth in- 
habited by man. 


Many travelers have failed to dis- 
cover any stone implements in Africa, 
and in view of tho comparative rarity 
of these finds it seems probable that 
the use of these manufactures was never 
so prevalent among the ancient in- 
habitants of Africa as among the pre- 
historic races of Europe and America»

meets the eye at so many street cor- 
ners, lint to call into play wonderful 
ma hinery in the main otfice of the de- 
partment, to release the knowing 
horses, to light all the gas in the en- 
pine houses, and to reduce in a score 
of ways tlie time that elapses between 
the pulling of the lever in the alarm 
box and the gratifying, if noisy, ap- 
pearance of tlie engine, at the hcvne of 
the incipient conflagration. 


The engine houses of the city con- 


tain, also, most ingenious devices for 
recording automatically the various 
signals sent out. There is the record- 
ing tdate and |>encil, the. latter making 
such mark* as show plain Iv the num- 
ber of the bo\ pulled, and doing away 
with errors that might arise from the 
excitement incident to the sounding of 
(lie alarm. There is a great grnip, big 
as a drum-head, and the "little .oker," 
a gong of the size of a saucer, beside* 
other burnished and pretty machinery,

miniature telegraph office, for the nse 
of the chief of the department, or his 
representative. 
This is found in a 


telegraph key and relay "sounder," 
and enables the chief to send a mes- 
sage t') the main office calling out ad- 
ditional engine*, sounding a general 
alarm, or ordering extra hose. The 
alarm-box, therefore, serves a mission 
of two-fold value. 
The mo^t isolated 


l*»x holds the ingenious mechanism 
that, with the aid of electricity, puts 
that portion of the city under the pro- 
tecting influence of tlie tire depart- 
ment and lets loose water to fight flame. 


In the basement of the City Hall, 


Fire Marshal S*i.vie has his hcad- 
<inartcr«, and in a large ajiartment mttt 
across the hall John P. 1'arrctt pre 
sides over this extenshe telegraph de- 
partment. 


Our last three cuts illustrate mechan- 


ism under bis personal supervision.
